France lias probably done more than 


any other nation to make the world! 
safe against lightning. This Is the'cen- 
tenary year of a revised set of rules 
printed by the Academle dcs Sciences 
for the protection of buildings by con- 
ductors. The glory of discovery, how- 
ever, must be £ lured by other nations. 
Benjamin Franklin begins the story. 


"In 1745," he wrote, "I'met at Bos- 


ton a certain Doctor"Spehce, who came 
from Scotland. 
He performed some 


electrical 
experiments 
before me." 


Then a little later, whllo In Philadel- 
phia, the great American received1 


from Mr. Colllnson of London, a mem- 
ber of the Iloyal society, his first toy 
glass tube. "1 seized eagerly on 'the 
chance of reproducing what I had seen 
done in Iloston." 


From these- experiments to the fa- 


mous kite was an easy step, and from 
the kite to the lightning conductor the 
magic leap. Of course,' the lightning 
conductor had a hard struggle 
for 


recognition. It was received churlish- 
ly by George III, wlm took his revenge- 
on Franklin by ordering the1 substitu- 
tion of blunt ends "for pointed ones on 
.the Kow palace conductors.

Iloyal society, was invited by tho.klng 
to back him tip. Sir John replied that 
the "laws of nature are not change- 
able at royal pleasure."

The new battleship Colorado is the

1850. She was one of the larger ves- 
sels of ber time In our navy! corre- 
sponding to tbe Intermediate or 60-gun 
ship of tbe days Before -steam and to 
tho armored or buttle cruiser of Inter 
periods.

M«mbtr» of Trlba Regarded Them- 


selves as Supermen Among

The Iroquols regarded themselves as i 


supermen among all other Indians. 
They were particularly proud of their 
cabins, and were 'known by other 
tribes as Cabin Indians. Even when 
bunting, part of the woman's task was 
to carry the portable makings of a 
cabin and put them together. 


These .dwellings were constructed 


spiuewhat on the principle of a mod-. 
ern apartment house with accommoda- 
tions for from five to twenty families, 
Sometimes more. They varied In size, 
being usually about 85 feet'In leaglh, 
breadth and height.; often as loug as 
HO feot, and sometimes exceeding 600 
feet. '

A passageway In tho center divided 


the compartments on either side arid 
served for fireplaces. Adults slept on 
nulls placed on tbe ground or on a 
low platform, the younger members of 
the family. Bleeping on an upper tier. 
For privacy, such as It was, strips of 
bark or skin were used. They were 
not' all hide; on the contrary some of 
them were neatly thatched with bark, 
and their crevices were Severed with 
.strips .of skins.—Detroit Nws. ..
